Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 4 and 5, filed September 8, 2005, with respect to claims 
33-44 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The Non-Final Rejection of June 9, 
2005 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 33-44 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding to claim 33, prior art of record taken alone or in combination fails to 
teach or suggest a method of modulating a light source, the method comprising: flowing a 
portion of a first gas from between the first and second electrodes out of the light source 
through the outlet valve, and simultaneously flowing a second gas through the inlet valve 
into between the first and second electrodes, the first gas being different from the second 
gas; providing power to the first and second electrodes during the flowing of the first and 
second gases to modulate the light source.
